Washington, Nov. 20—(AP) — 


Opposition cropped out in both 
Republican and Democratic ranks 
today to any plan-for delaying 
congressional action rn President 
Truman's request for standby ra- 
tioning: and price control power.

Taft (R-Ohio) that the senate- 
house economic committee which 
he heads will shunt aside these 
two proposals to take a look first 
at other parts of Truman's 
point anti-inflation program.

Half American Men 


Could Be Jailed on 
Sex Counts, Report 


Indiana University Study 


Reveals Startling Facts 


in Report 


By ilOWAKD W. JBLAKESLEK 
New York, Nov. 20—(AP)—A 


study of sex facts about white, 
American males, from small child- 
hood to old age, showing that more 
than half of them could go to jail 
as sex offenders at some time in 
their lives, has been released to 
the press at Indiana,university. 


The study shows a great differ-- 


ence between what men are. sup- 
posed to be doing under moral 
codes' and American male prac- 
tices. 


"It" is correct to say." declared 


Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey, -head of the 
study, in clarifying the jail rating, 


that if American sex codes .and 


laws were, enforced, more than 
half the male population would be 
considered •'• criminal and be 
im- 


prisoned at some time between 
adolescence and old age." 


Study Started I) -Years Ago 


But he said this statement wouia 


not be true of the American's 
whole lifetime. It would be a 
phase at one time, rather than 
habitual, so that at any given 
time half ,of the: men would not 
be subjects for jail. 


This study started .nine years 


ago, and to date covers 12.000 per- 
sons, male and female, and will 
ultimately be carried to 100,000. 
The 12,000 , ranged .from coast to 
coast and north to south. 
They 


included college professors, clergy- 
men, -psychiatrists, 
physicians, 


mechanics, clerks, all degrees-of 
education, plus those who cannot 
read 'or write. 
They included all 


religious groups and those hot ac- 
tive 'in churches.. - They -are con- 


vsidered accurate within 3 to 5 per1 
cent by the authors. 


Seeking Scientific Data 


The work is done by Dr. Kinsey, 


professor of zoology, Wardell B. 
Pomeroy and Clye E. Martin, /re- 
search associates and a staff. It 
has been supported.by Indiana uni-

Slim as Republican* / 


Rule Congress

Washington—(AP)—The whole 


business of price and wage con- 
trols and rationing is now neck- 
deep in. politics. 


Don't expect; their return. The 


chance is very dim.' But they prob- 
ably will be one of the main issues 
in the 1948 elections of next No- 
vember. 
/ 


President Truman, asked con- 


gress for power to use those con- 
trols again if, and when, he thinks 
they're needed < to cope with liv- 
ing costs. 


The Republican-controlled con- 


gress would have to pass" a law 
to give that power to Mr. Tru- 
man, who probably will be the 
Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent next year. 


But the two most powerful Re- 


publican leaders in congress have 
denounced the xvhole idea. 


Two leaden Opposed 


They're Senator Taft of Ohio, 


who wants to be the Republican 
candidate for president, and Rep. 
Martin of Massachusetts, speaker 
of the house. 


Taft made such a savage attack 


on the whole idea in axadio talk 
last night that it seems impossible 
he could ever change over. 


For that reason, he was basing 


a lot of Ms political future on 
whether time would show he was 
right 
t 


Since the summer of 1946, when 


OPA began to collapse under the 
battering of congress, living costs 
have risen 23 per cent and atill 
are rising. 


(OPA, 
with,.its price controls 


and rationing, rdied in the fall ot 
1946). 


Mr. Truman'said it would take 


months to start the controls work- 
ing, because of_the need to set up 
agencies, if congress gave him the 
sower now. 


Control Possibility 


Since he think* that would take 


months—and since congress would 
argue for months before giving 
lira the controls, if it ever did— 
it seems impossible there could 
be any controls anyway before 
next spring. 


And this is where the politics 


come in:

control living -costs but the Re- 
publicans wouldn't give it to me. 
Blame the Republicans." 


Then the Republicans will have 


to explain why they didn't let 
him 'have the controls. Mr, Tru- 
man doesn't stand to lose much 
by his request. 


But Senator Taft made it clear 


that he's sharply aware of the 
political importance of all this. 


He said that, from a political 


standpoint, it might be better for 
congress to let Mr. Truman have 
the controls he asks because the 
public would get mad at the pres- 
ident. 


But the senator said such con- 


trols in peacetime would mean a 
"police state" and he wants no 
part 'of it. 


Would the power Mr. Truman 


asks mean a return of OPA or 
some agency like OPA under a 
new name? 


Truman's Requests 


Truman said he wanted power 


to control only items which are 
at at the heart of living costs, 
like food, clothing:, fuel and rents. 


(Rent control ends Feb. 29. un- 


less congress continues them. It 
probably will do that). » 


So Mr. Truman argues this 


wouldn't mean controlling or ra- 
tioning everything- but only those 
main items if they get scarce or 
too high in price. 


But Senator Tait says, in effect, 


that this is bunk, that wartime 
.experience shows you have to 
control everything, if you control 
a few things. 


It's possible, though,, that con- 


gress may give Mr. Truman some 
other controls he asked. -. For ex- 
ample: 


He asked for power to restore 


controls, on credit buying. These 
died Nov. 1. 


(These controls,- started in .war- 


time, generally required a one- 
third down-payment and full pay-1 


ment within 15 months on things 
like 
automobile*, 
refrigerators, 


washing machines, and so on). 


And congress may give him 


power to allocate— that is, to say 
what goes where and for what 
purpose—important acarce goods 
like steel. 


For example: A lot of steel now 


is going into beer .cans. 
With 


power to allocate, Mr. Truman 
could order some of that steel used 
in making box-cars, which are 
badly needed. 


Advance in Onion 


Price Explained 


A short onion crop and an ap- 


parent squeeze in November onion 
futures on the Chicago Mercan- 
tile exchange is the basis for the 
soaring onion prices of the last 
few weeks, commodity specialists 
said. 


The rise is shown in 
future 


prices on the exchange Friday. 
November closed at $3.74 a 50 
pound bag, January at 53.69 to 
$3.95, and March $4.49. 
These 


prices are $1.07 to $1.34 higher 
than a month, ago. A year' ago 
November onions sold at 85 cents, 
January 98, and Match $1.08. 
Wholesale price for Indiana yel- 
low globe U. S. No. 1 onions and 
Minnesota yellows (both contract 
grades) Friday were $3.75 and 
$3.60, respectively. 


Market Volume Increased 


The rise has been accompanied 


by a substantial increase in the 
volume of futures trading. Fri- 
day's sales of the three contracts 
totaled 100 cars of 800 bags each, 
of which 79: cars were in the Jan- 
uary contract. .The total is about 
double that of a month ago and 
three to four times that of a year 
ago. 
* 


In explaining reasons for the 


price rise trade observers called 
attention to the total onion pro- 
duction in the United States this 


year, estimated at 36,043,000 bags 
compared with 50,012,000 bags in 
1940. 
The late summer crop be- 


ing marketed totaled more than 
27 million bags, about one-third 
below last year. Excessive mols-v 
tiire in some areas prevented 
planting altogether and in many 
others delayed planting and hin- 
dered the growth of the crop, re- 
ducing yields and impairing qual- 
ity.

The complete stoppage ol' 


all the country's vital coal min- 
ing is a terrible blow to the coun- 
try, for the shortage of coal Is 
the crux of much of France's dif- 
ficulty, just as it is in England 
and in other neighboring states. 


Meantime in Italy wicleupread 


.strikes continued and political dis- 
orders spread in the face of Pre- 
mier Alcide de Gasperi's declara- 
tion that he wouldn't be intimi- 
dated by rioting and "forecasts 
of revolution." He said: 


J'rcmier's Declaration 


"Recourse to violence will find 


the government decided upon the 
most energetic reaction because 
the liberty of all citizens must be 


protected. 
The government will 


not excuse and will jiot be weak.' 


Those are t'. tct-nilned words. It 


remains to be seen whether the 
premier' has the power to back 
"them up. . The fate of Italy hangs 
on the answer to that. 


It's clear that these operations 


in both France and Italy are being 
carried out under the direction oi 
the Cominform. the recently es- 
tablished Red international organ- 
ization which has headquarters in 
Belgrade. 
The Cominform—com- 


prising' representatives of Uie Com- 
munist parties of nine countries, 
including Italy and France—was 
created under Russian supervision. 
Jt has proclaimed that one. of its 
purposes is to wreck the Marshal] 
project.

"Whenever anybody s p e a k s 


about the art of choosing books 
for. children, I ask :'whatt chil- 
dren?' 


"There are as many different 


kinds of readers among children 
as among adults, naturally, since 
children are people." 


Mrs. Fisher, who lives in Ben- 


nington. Vt, looked back over her 
own life and said: 


"Among my own children one 


devoured eagerly every available 
fairy talc, the more fanciful the 
better. Another found it a boring 
waste of time. . . . 


>'o Set Rules 


"Wouldn't a. brilliant 
success 


have been made if somebody had 
tried .to choose books for them 
without knowing them individual- 
ly."No. there is no set rule of 


thumb for choosing books for this 
or that child >vhich can be fol- 
lowed by parents as a cook fol- 
lows a recipe, beating her egg« 
«nd: thinking about something 
else. 


"To help, your children to the 


right reading, right for them, re- 
quires everything you can bring 
to • the effort—and rewards you 
with, one of the most golden of all 
ways of sharing life with your 
sons and daughters. . . . 


"I am sure that a .good deal of 


the , youthful 
resistance 
to our 


well-meant adult reading inculca- 
tion comes from our approaching 
a child with the particular kind 
of book he does not like and has 
as much right to dislike as we 
have to dislike books not to our 
taste. 


Know 'JasUs Temperament 


"It Is much worse than merely 


useless to try to'force poetry on 
a child reader who would enjoy 
how-to-do-books." 


Mrs. Fisher suggests that when 


you choose a book for a child it 
would be good to have some ideae 
of his taste, temperament and de- 
velopment. 


But* suppose 
you're 
puzzled 


about the kind of books your child 
might like. 
Can you get some 


help in choosing them? 


Mrs. Fisher poinU out you can 


ask 
for help from the child's 


teiichers, or from 
the local >' li- 


brarian or from the department 
of education of your state. 


The departments of education in 


the various states, she says, al- 
ways have book-lists of "supple- 
mentary reading" for children of 
different ages. 


She says: 
"Not the most isolated
